DENIAL OF THE ALLEGED ATTEMPT 
ON POWDERLY'S LIFE. 



Kneunles of the Home Club Trying to 

llrlng a Charge of Attempted Assaaalne- 

Hon at the Door nf that Association. 

The Bvents that Lead to the Humor. 

New York, Aug. HI.— Joseph R. Mansion, 
of Tn.v; ft 11 lb idgewatsr -.f Shel«>ygan; 
C. T. O'Day, of Williamsport; B. H. Dorster. 
of Atlanta; C. H. Zimmerman, of Trenton; 
at. J. I ><>„ .!„,, „f Toronto, and R. H. Hobb- 
aon, of Belleville, Ok, were appointed by the 
Cleveland general assembly Knighte of Ijh- 
bor, to make a thorough Investigation of the 
doings of the Home club. They came on 
here a couple of weeks ago and hold their 
sessions in the Occidental hotel. Among the 
huudred or more witnesses subpteuaed to aj>- 
pe .r before tham, was Mr. Powdcrly. It 
was expected by the enemies of the Home 
club that his testimony would completely 
knock out the club. 

But they reckoned without District Master 
Workman McGuIre of sitf. He had bis per- 
sistent indefatigable aUls present at all ses- 
sions in the person of counsel or in the hall- 
ways to tell each witness what to say or 
what not to i-ay. So powerful was this in- 
fluence that much of the evidence given was 
of very little value, ami what was valuable 
had lost its force by age. One of tbe things 
upon which (.en. i ll Master Workman I'on 
derly whs examined was an alleged attempt 
to kill him in MM in this city. It was after 
the annual convention in Cincinnati. The 
Home club had been defeated in the election 
of lW.h iiy over its dummy, Ralph Beau- 
mont, tbe sh snnaker Orator of the southwes 
tern tier. Powderly had come to New York. 

While he was putting up at French's hotel, 
a note was seut to hiiu by a very earnest 
Knight of Labor, informing him that two 
thugs had been engaged to dump him into 
the North riv.-r from a Pennsylvania ferry- 
boat, on which the thugs were said to lie 
lying in wait. When he did go the Knight 

of Labor accompanied him. He \ itsd OnJ 

the two villainous listing men, w ho nngiu 
very likely murder anyone, Mr. Powderly 
remarked afterward, if they had any reason 
to do so. Mr. Powderly has related this in- 
cident a dozeu times in a jocular way. It 
was printed in the Pittsburg leader Sun- 
day, as an authentic case of attempted as- 
sassination by the Home club.

Sheen, Oerrish and 
O'Brien, furniture; Walter Balch, lumber; 
J. G, Hoyart & Co., furniture, all of this 
city, and the Lewiston steam mills, of Lewis- 
ton, Me., who have been trying to straighten 
out the affairs of the defunct concerns, find 
it a difficult task because of the manner in 
which tbe accouuta were kept At a ni«eting 
of tbe largest creditors it was decided to in- 
stitute insolvency proceedings.

The undulations .if the 
earth wera. singularly regular in th. ir occur- 
rence, and the actual shocks uveiuged twelve 
seconds each to duration.
